"The  Heidi  Chronicles"  was  seen  by  students  on  Feb- 
ruary 27,  28.  and  March  1.  The  play  was  directed  by 
Assistant  Professor  Deborah  Jean  Templin.  The  play 
told  the  story  of  a  fellow  traveler  in  the  women's 
movement,  who  clung  to  her  values  long  after  her 
more  committed  friends  switched  allegiance  from 
communes  to  consuming.  The  eight  member  cast  por- 
trayed 20  characters  and  recreated  key  moments  in 
recent  American  history  from  the  point  of  view  of  art 
historian  Heidi  Holland. 
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"Playing  for  Time  "debuted  at  the  Degenstein 
Theatre  on  April,  12.  The  moving  performance 
was  about  a  group  of  musicians  trapped  inside 
a  Nazi  death  camp.  The  young  women  were 
forced  to  play  music  for  their  captors.  They 
lived  with  the  constant  fear  that  their  lives 
could  be  taken  at  any  given  moment.  Professor 
Templin  directed  this  Holocaust  production  and 
had  played  the  star  role  herself  in  1996. 
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The  1996-1997  theater  season  was  well-rounded,  opening 
with  the  annual  performance  project.  This  year  "The  Time 
of  Your  Ufe"  was  performed  with  professional  ease  by  both 
new  and  seasoned  S.l!.  actors.  The  fall  musical,  "Craz\  For 
You,"  followed  bringing  classic  Gershwin  tunes  to  life.  The 
spring  began  with  the  student-directed  one-act  plays. 
"Masks"  and  "Nanabozo  and  the  Boulder"  both  received 
great  receptions  from  their  audiences.  "The  Heidi  Chron- 
icles" followed,  and  met  with  much  acclaim  from  all  who 
saw  it.  The  final  production  of  the  season  had  a  rough  start 
when  the  director  fell  ill.  But  "Playing  For  Time."  the  stark 
portrayal  of  life  in  a  Nazi  extermination  camp,  came  through 
in  a  very  moving  production.  At  the  end  of  the  season  the 
Theater  said  farewell  to  Herbert  O'Dell,  the  technical  di- 
rector, and  wished  him  well  in  his  future  projects.
